SUBJECT 


US I A. Special Intelligence Clearances. 


1. At last Monday’s staff meeting yon handed me an undated letter: 
from T. C. Streibert, Director, USIa, in which he requested that k mera- 
bers of his staff be cleared for special intelligence. I suggested that 
it would be well if I talked to Streibert about this, which T did this 
afternoon. 

2, Streibert told me that he had raised with you orally the ques- 
tion of USIA becoming a member of the IAC and he said that you would con- 
sider the matter and be in touch with him on this question. He feels 
that the question of additional clearances for his staff members is in 
part related to USIA membership on the IAC. Therefore, he has decided to 
modify his request at this time for additional clearances and now reouests 
only that his deputy, Abbott Washburn, be cleared. 

3* In view of the above, I recommend that you sign the attached 
letter to Mr. Streibert and 1 am taking the necessary action to obtain 
USCIB approval for the clearance of Abbott Washburn.
